With Buzz From Toronto... 


The Oscar 
Race Heats Up 


The hot tickets at this year’s Toronto 
Film Festival also yield some of Oscar’s most 
promising contenders. BY DAVE KARGER

DANNY BOYLE KNEW he had to do 
something. When projector glitches at 
the Toronto International Film Festival 
caused the first press screening of his 
latest film, 127 Hours, to be delayed by 
more than an hour and 15 minutes, the 
Academy Award-winning director of 
Slumdog Millionaire took the unheard- 
of step of personally addressing the 
crabby crowd to explain the cause of 
the holdup. “I was just worried that 
people weren't being told what was 
going on,” Boyle tells EW. “I’m sure 
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there were loads of gags flying about: 
‘Hanging around for 127 hours to see 
127 Hours. I tried to preempt it.” 

But by the end of the riveting 
film—starring James Franco as Aron 
Ralston, the hiker who was forced to 
cut off his own arm after being 
trapped by a boulder—no one in that 
theater was talking about the post- 
ponement. Instead they were marvel- 
ing at how Boyle had followed up 
Slumdog with another nomination- 
worthy movie. Franco emerged from 
Toronto as a top contender for a 
Best Actor nomination, while the film 
seems like a possible Best Picture 
nominee as well. And that, ladies and 
gentlemen, is how Oscar buzz is born. 

In all, Toronto, which served as the 
launchpad for reigning Best Picture 
champ The Hurt Locker, screened 
several strong Academy-friendly can- 
didates, notably Darren Aronofsky’s 
ballet thriller Black Swan (featuring a 
surefire Best Actress contender in 
Natalie Portman), Clint Eastwood’s 
Babel-esque mortality drama Hereafter 
(costarring Matt Damon), and the 
highest-profile acquisition of the week, 
Rabbit Hole, which earned praise for 
Nicole Kidman’s and Aaron Eckhart’s 
performances as a couple struggling to 
cope with the recent death of their 
young son. Another Toronto center- 
piece, Ben Affleck’s crime thriller 
The Town, saw its awards chances rise 
thanks to strong reviews and a healthy 
$23.8 million opening weekend. 

For some Oscar contenders, the 
festival was just another stop on 
the long road to the Kodak Theatre. 
After entering the awards race with 
their Cannes premieres, Biutiful’s 
Javier Bardem and Another Year's 
Lesley Manville also made the Toronto 
rounds. Meanwhile, Best Actor 
candidate Ryan Gosling trekked to his 
third film festival (after Sundance 
and Cannes) on behalf of his wrench- 
ing domestic drama Blue Valentine. 
“T just feel like the opportunity to 
work on films like this comes along 
very rarely,” says Gosling. “And I like

hearing what people think of it. It 
asks questions and doesn’t give any 
answers, so it’s kind of nice to hear 
everyone's perspective on it.” 

As the festival unspooled, Oscar hope- 
fuls also cropped up from other parts of 
the globe: After receiving mixed reviews, 
Sofia Coppola’s Los Angeles-set drama 
Somewhere surprised observers by 
winning the Golden Lion prize at the 
Venice Film Festival over lauded com- 
petitor Black Swan (cynics wondered 
whether it had anything to do with the 
fact that Coppola dated jury president 
Quentin Tarantino years ago). Elsewhere, 
Columbia Pictures stole some Toronto 
thunder by screening its Facebook 
exposé The Social Network for a select 
group of media in New York and L.A. 
during the festival, causing an explo- 
sion of Oscar hype in the blogosphere. 

But the film that walked away 
with the loudest buzz was The King’s 
Speech, a crowd-pleasing British

drama starring Colin Firth as King 
George VI, the monarch who battled 
a crippling stutter. The film won 
Toronto’s audience award (the 
festival’s major prize) and became 

a lead contender for Best

and Supporting Actress 
(Helena Bonham Carter). 
“T just want to plead the 
Fifth,” Firth tells EW 
of all the awards talk.

Everybody who’s 
seen the film likes it, 
but maybe every- 
body who’s going to 
see it will hate it.”

WHO’S RESHOOTING J.R.? 


The Long 
Road Back 
To Dallas 


HOLD ON TO your cowboy hats, 
Dallas fans: Hollywood is attempting 

_(yet again) to revisit the classic CBS 
show that aired from 1978 to 1991. TNT 
announced last week that it has ordered 
a pilot written by Cynthia Cidre (Cane) 
that focuses on the sons of J.R. and 
Bobby Ewing. The new iteration will 
have a contemporary feel, but the net- 
work promises to pay homage to the old 
series. “This is not a remake as much 
as itis a continuation,” says Michael 
Wright, TNT's head of programming. 
“Tt takes the next generation of Ewings 
and continues the battle.” 

This isn’t the first time that some- 
one’s tried to revive the Texas oil family 
drama. In 2006, Twentieth Century 
Fox decided to adapt the soap for 
the big screen, closing deals with John 
Travolta, Jennifer Lopez, and Luke 
Wilson. But then research indicated 
that the Dallas brand didn’t mean 
much to younger moviegoers, says a 
source close to the project. Travolta

and Lopez soon dropped out. “There 
was so much money invested from the 
development that even if they made 

it for cheap, it would still be a really 
expensive movie,” the insider says. Yet 
hunger for the show itself never waned: 
Dallas syndicates in 60 countries today, 
and Larry Hagman, who played J.R., 
continues to make appearances on 
behalf of the show. “It’s like an annuity, 
really,’ Hagman, 78, tells EW. “I go out, 
they adore me, and then they pay you. 
What better job can you have?” 

And it looks like it’s only going to get 
better. TNT has already approached 
Hagman about appearing in the pilot, 
though he doesn’t know how the show 
will evolve if it’s picked up. (Cidre is 
staying mum on her vision for now.) 
But Hagman does understand the 
enduring quality of Dallas, which still 
holds the record for producing the 
third-most-watched episode in TV 
history, with 41.5 million viewers 
tuning in to the “Who Shot J.R.?” 
cliff-hanger. “Everybody in the world 
has an a--hole like J.R. in their lives,” 
says Hagman. “He loved his family 
and had all the right instincts to keep 
them together, but he'd also stick a 
knife in their backs to keep them 
in line. Everybody loved to hate that 
guy.” —Lynette Rice and Nicole Sperling

@ BW Levcon Studios, the clut- 
tered Hollywood clubhouse where he 
and production/writing partners Philip 
Lawrence and Ari Levine (collectively 
known as the Smeezingtons) have 
created Mars’ best-known work. A 
week before his arrest, he’s at Levecon 
as usual, feeling on top of the world. 
“T’m here from when I wake up to when 
I go to sleep, about six days a week,” he 
says, stretching out on a couch under a 
framed Billboard chart with “Nothin’ on 
You” at No. 1. Lately, he’s been working 
Sundays, too. “I haven’t had a day off in 
a long time. But I can’t complain. I’ve 
been chasing this s--- forever.” 

As atoddler in Honolulu, Mars (born 
Peter Hernandez) idolized his band- 
leader father and singer mother. By 
age 4, he was singing Elvis Presley and 
Frankie Lymon covers at local clubs. 
He flew to the mainland at age 6 for a 
bit part belting out “Can’t Help Falling 
in Love” in the 1992 movie Honeymoon in 
Vegas. Mars’ next break came shortly 
after graduating from high school, 
when he came to L.A. and soon signed 
with Motown Records. “I was just so 
young when I moved up here,” he says. 
“You think it’s like the movies, like you 
get signed and Pharrell and Timbaland 
are working with you. But it wasn’t 
like that.” Feeling homesick and adrift 
in fast-paced L.A., Mars struggled to 
find inspiration. About a year after 
joining Motown, he says, “the s--- hit 
the fan” and he was dropped without 
ever releasing a record, “It’s like I’m

Mars was close to moving back to 
Hawaii when Lawrence, a former 
*NSYNC backup singer whom he’d 
met while still on Motown, persuaded 
him to try writing and producing for 
other artists. Within a few years they 
were working with major-label acts like 
Brandy and Flo Rida. “We said, ‘One 
day, these labels will hear the guy sing- 
ing the demo, the guy writing and pro- 
ducing the stuff, and they’ll take a 
shot,’” says Mars. Last year, it finally 
happened: Elektra signed Mars after 
hearing early versions of “Nothin’ on 
You” and “Billionaire.”

Those songs’ subsequent chart 
domination made Mars a coveted col- 
laborator, though recording Doo-Wops 
has left him little time for outside 
work. “He’s got a really refreshing 
and effortless voice,” says Travie 
McCoy. “And this dude could write a 
hit record sitting on the toilet. He’s 
just got it in him.” 

Mars’ arrest could punch a big hole 
in his image as pop’s clean-cut golden 
boy, but it’s unlikely it will hurt his 
career in the long term. For one thing, 
experts doubt Mars will land behind 
bars. “Usually this is a situation that 
someone does not go to jail on,” says 
Scott Leemon, a defense attorney who 
has represented artists like 50 Cent 
and Young Jeezy. “If it’s a small 
amount, then it would be considered 
for personal use.” 

And so far, the bust doesn’t seem to 
have soured radio programmers on 
him. “America is very forgiving,” says 
Rob Roberts, program director at 
Atlanta’s Q100. “If we as an industry 
let every artist’s misstep affect the 
songs we play, there'll be a lot more 
talk stations on the dial. This is an 
artist we need around for a long time. 
He’s exactly what the musical world

Well, get in line! Here’s how 
the hit comedy plans to stay flush 
with success in season 2.

to say “lovey-dovey.” (Sometimes it’s “lovely-dovey,’ other times it’s 
“hovely-lovely,” but it’s always funny.) The cast of Modern Family 
has congregated on this August morning in the Pritchett-Delgado 
living room to shoot a dinner-party scene featuring all 10 regulars, 
andit’s ajuicy one: Why can’t Mitchell show affection publicly with 
Cameron? First, there’s a bit of slapstick: Mitchell (Jesse Tyler 
Ferguson) dodges a smooch from an incoming Cam (Stonestreet), 
who goes tumbling over the couch and upends the chip bowl, land- 
ing on a hidden safety pad. (“They’re just trying to be careful... 
We're a commodity,” quips Stonestreet.) After more zinging and 
zagging, we arrive at a moving moment in which PDA-phobic 
Jay (Ed O’Neill) is urged to kiss his son, and, without giving too 
much away, the events that unfold put a smile on Cameron's face. 
Shaking off the touchy-feelies while the crew moves on to the 
next scene, Stonestreet transforms a cloth napkin into an instru- 
ment of doom, snapping it in the air. A curious—and courageous— 
Julie Bowen (who plays harried mom Claire) volunteers to serve 
as whipping post. As she extends her derriere, Ty Burrell (the man 
behind doofy dad Phil) warns: “That's going to hurt...” She waves 
him off and Stonestreet lets it rip. SNAPPPPPP! Bowen's eyes go 
wide and her mouth shoots open, indicating mother-of-God pain. 
“That,” she finally declares, gasping for breath, “was AWESOME!” 
And that’s Modern Family for you: heartfelt one moment, hilari- 
ous the next, and guaranteed to leave its mark. Injust one season, 
ABC's sweet-and-saucy mockumentary about an extended family 
spanning three households pulled off the near impossible: It made

“family comedy” cool. Not only have the ratings been healthy— 
the show drew 9.5 million weekly viewers and has already been 
sold into syndication for a reported $1.5 million per episode— 
Modern Family is truly excelling in the hardware department, 
taking home best-comedy honors at both the Television Critics 
Association awards and the Emmys. “I’m new to American 
television, so I don’t know exactly what it means,” says Vergara 
of the Emmy, “but I hope it means a lot of money!” 

Sounds like this is a perfect time for the stars to take a moment 
to believe their hype. “I think that’s a very dangerous thing to do,” 
warns O'Neill, sitting on a Dunphy den sofa between scenes. “You 
just have to keep going until it’s over. Then you can sit back and 
say, ‘Wasn’t that a nice run?’ It’s like being in a boxing match. 
You're not going to sit back and go, ‘Boy, I’m beating the s--- 
out of him! because the next shot is on you, you know? You better 
finish the fight.” Adds Burrell: “Everybody's come back with their 
nose to the grindstone, which is incredibly comforting. Because 
that would be the thing you’d worry about—we’d come back 
resting on our laurels or overconfident or soft.... I love that I just 
said ‘soft’ about a bunch of comedians. We're all incredibly 
soft. There’s no way around that. We’re marshmallows. But 
we're working hard. We’re hardworking marshmallows.” 


HERE’S NO WORKPLACE LIKE HOME. As Steve 

Levitan (creator of Just Shoot Me) and Christopher 

Lloyd (no, not that one—the Frasier exec producer) 

brainstormed series ideas after their Kelsey Grammer/ 
Patricia Heaton sitcom Back to You was canceled by Fox in 2008, 
they kept gravitating toward a family comedy. But how to tran- 
scend the cloying clichés of the genre? By fusing three versions 
of the American family—traditional, gay, and May-December— 
into one extended unit, because, as Lloyd says, “you’ve got lots 
of interesting adult relationships to explore, even while you’re 
doing relatable kids’ stories.” Then they packaged it neatly ina 
documentary format 4 la The Office. “You don’t have to bother 
with crazy production,” Levitan notes. “You just capture the 
comedy. And the grittiness of the documentary feel would be a 
nice counterbalance to the cutesiness of the kids.” 

ABC snapped it up in May 2009—and slapped it up on Wednes- 
day nights that fall as part of a block of four new comedies. “I 
think we had the attitude of ‘Play big or go home,” says ABC 
senior VP of comedy Samie Falvey, “and we knew we had the 
goods.” The network hadn’t seen a true word-of-mouth sitcom hit

since...searching...still searching... Dharma & Greg (which went off 
the air in 2002). With little lead-in support, Family carved out a 
unique success story: It garnered the buzz of edgy single-camera 
broadcast series like 30 Rock while boasting the mainstream 
appeal of traditional three-cameras-and-a-couch sitcoms like 
Two and a Half Men. Sums up Falvey, who oversaw the develop- 
ment of the comedy: “For a long time there’s been something in 
the air about the ‘contemporary American family, and this is a 
show that hit the nail on the head in terms of tapping into that.” 
Indeed, people seem to have found myriad points of entry— 
and reflections of their lives—in these three distinct families: 
overwhelmed housewife Claire, her golden retriever ofa husband, 
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Phil, and their children, dim bulb Luke 
(Nolan Gould, who’s actually a Mensa 
member), brainy Alex (Ariel Winter), 
and eye-rolling Haley (Sarah Hyland); 
Claire’s uptight brother, Mitchell, 
his dramatic partner, Cam, and their 
adopted Vietnamese daughter, Lily (played by twins Ella and 
Jaden Hiller); Claire and Mitchell’s curmudgeonly dad, Jay, his 
bighearted and big-breasted Colombian wife, Gloria (Vergara), 
and her precocious son, Manny (Rodriguez). “The best example 
I can give you is: Husbands come up to me and say, ‘My wife is 
you, and wives come up to me and say, ‘My husband is you,” 
says Stonestreet, who claimed the Outstanding Supporting 
Actor Emmy over fellow nominees Ferguson and Burrell. 

The responses aren’t just coming from ordinary citizens. 
O’Neill has heard raves from celebs like Helen Mirren, Larry 
David, and Sacha Baron Cohen; heck, Steven Spielberg flagged 
him down at the local coffee shop. “I was in my car reading the 
paper and he knocked on the window: ‘Ed! The show! I watch 
it with my daughter! My God, you parent like me!’ And I started 
thinking, ‘This show is having a strange effect on people.” The 
outpourings have surprised and, at times, humbled the cast. 
“T’ve done a lot of incredibly pretentious plays in New York,” 
says Burrell. “Just very heartfelt plays. And in a weird way, all 
the silliness on this show has been the most meaningful thing 
I’ve ever done. I’ve had families come up and say, “This is how 
we're actually getting back in touch with each other as a family’ 
We're realizing this may have a larger impact. Obviously, we’re 
going to try not to bring that to work, so that we’re not doing 
soap opera acting in the middle of our silly little comedy.” 

The story of the aforementioned Mitchell-and-Cam lip-lock 
(airing Sept. 29), however, became something of a soap opera 
in itself when a “Let Cam & Mitchell kiss!” Facebook page 
sprang up in May. Still, the producers and actors insist a 
smooch was already in the works for this season: “It’s nice 
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that people care so much, but it kind of bums me out in that 
now it looks like we’re doing something because somebody 
begged us to or pressured us to,” says Stonestreet. “The 
[writers] wanted to tell a good story and not just make a 
moment out of it. It should just be normal, natural, and sweet, 
and done in a really great way, which is how they’re doing it.” 
Agrees Ferguson: “I thought it was really sweet that the fans 
were so avid about the show and wanted to see that happen.... 
That being said, it’s not a Choose Your Own Adventure type of 
show. We have amazing writers. And we're not just going to 
give the fans whatever they want to see.” 

So, what can they expect to see this season? “There are so 
many character combinations that we haven't even gotten to,” 
says Levitan. Which brings us to our first Claire-and-Cameron 
pairing during the fall episode “Strangers on a Treadmill”: 
When Mitchell can’t summon the courage to tell Cam to stop 
wearing a disturbing pair of bicycle shorts, and Claire just can’t 
tell Phil how lame his jokes are as he preps for a speaking 
engagement, the siblings agree to switch dirty deeds. Stonestreet 
decided to spice up his scene with Bowen by, well, enhancing his 
shorts. “At one point, I had my BlackBerry in there,” he shares. 
“At another point, I had an actual banana in there. Every time 
I would come out, Julie would get a different view. She never 
really quite knew what was going on. At the end of the day, she 
was like, ‘Okay, [have to know—what was real and what wasn’t?” 
I was like, ‘Julie! A little mystery’ ” 

Speaking of, when the barking dog next door to the Pritchett- 
Delgado residence suddenly disappears, Jay is convinced that 
Gloria killed the canine. Meanwhile, expect a wrinkle when 
Mitchell runs into a woman he dated in high school. “The two 
of them had one crazy fling at their 10-year reunion,” teases 
coexec producer Dan O’Shannon. And after Haley breaks up 
with her boyfriend, Dylan (Reid Ewing), Phil is so distraught 
that he starts hanging with Dylan on the sly, creating prime 
time’s weirdest love triangle. 


In other Modern developments: An earthquake rolls through 
town, creating different aftershocks for each family. (Poor Manny 
has a crisis of faith.) Also shaking things up in this episode is 
Nathan Lane, who guest-stars as Pepper, Cameron and Mitchell's 
flamboyant friend known for his elaborate costume gatherings. 
Cameron's mother (Alice's Celia Weston) pays a visit, and it’s... 
touching. “She seems to really like feeling Mitchell,” says Lloyd. 
“Maybe this is just Midwestern warmth, or maybe it’s some- 
thing a little bit pathological. We will investigate that.” Plus, 
the Dunphy kids walk in on their parents getting intimate— 
awkward for all parties involved. As for Manny, Rodriguez has 
just a few simple items on his wish list this season: “I would like 
him to save another girl’s life, wear another poncho, ride a 
zip line, maybe get a henna tattoo on his chest of a heart with 
an arrow in it that says ‘MOM.’ I'd like him to crash a car or 
something really funny. And salsa-dance.” 

Although there are no immediate plans to stage another Fumily 
vacation like May’s Hawaiian expedition, the actors are already 
mapping out possible jaunts. “After we get a few of the finer des- 
tinations out of the way,” says Stonestreet, “I think it would be 
really hilarious if we went to the Ozarks, where Cam’s from, and 
went to Silver Dollar City and Branson, saw Tony Orlando and 
the Baldknobbers.... Rode some go-carts and paddleboats.” Bowen 
is game for something more exotic: “Sofia’s been pushing a trip 
to Colombia. I will totally do it because when you go to Colombia 
with Sofia, I imagine there’s actually a red carpet that stretches 
from Los Angeles to Colombia. You just roll down it, and it’s 
covered with money and really good food and clothing.” 

But the Modern Family cast members don’t need fancy trips 
to stay happy, especially when they realize how lucky they are. 
“A lot of us are actors that struggled for a while or have been out 
of the scene for a while, and we’re sort of adjusting to the 
notoriety that has been thrust upon us with the show,” says 
Ferguson. “It’s been really wild because we’re being treated in 
ways that we're not used to. We're really trying not to get com- 
fortable with it because we don’t want to look like we’re the new 
cast of Jersey Shore, lapping up our fame.” 

“No one’s fighting, so it’s not that much fun,” says Bowen 
about the lack of tabloid drama on the set. “And the kids don’t 
do drugs. Everybody goes home at the end of the day to their 
families or boyfriends or girlfriends, and it’s pretty low-key. So 
far, no one’s shown up drunk. I’d like to leave the door open for 
some drunkenness.” Perhaps she could work on that? “I think 
that would be fun—a drunken family lockdown,” she continues. 
“I won't say who it is, but there is amember of the cast who has 
astory where at a family party, the stew was spiked with some 
sort of hallucinogenic and the entire family lost their minds. 
I think that would make an awesome episode. But I can’t pitch 
it since it’s not my story.” A shrug. “Or maybe it is.” m

ALK INTO THE Venice Beach, Calif., 
hideaway that director Davis Guggen- 
heim shares with his wife, actress 
Elisabeth Shue, and their three chil- 
dren, ages 12, 9, and 4, and it’s imme- 
diately clear who rules the roost.

“I can’t imagine a more difficult story 
to tell than this one,” says Guggenheim. “This kicked my ass.” And 
that’s coming from the guy who turned Al Gore into a rock star. 
What sets Guggenheim’s film apart from the education docu- 
mentaries that have preceded it are the five kids at the center of 
the story. They hail from different regions of the country and 
varying socioeconomic and ethnic groups, but they've all banked 
their futures on a lottery’s bouncing ball that will determine 
whether they get accepted into charter schools that could

change, or even save, their lives. Just try taking 
your eyes away from the screen as you watch a 
little fifth grader named Daisy clench her fists 
while her chances of going to medical school 
hang in the balance. “It’s not hard to find a fam- 
ily in America whose kid’s future is at stake,” 
says Guggenheim. “There are thousands and 
thousands of kids like this.” 

What you learn in Waiting for “Superman” is 
so depressing it’s cathartic: Although the U.S. 
spends twice as much money per student today 
as it did 40 years ago, American kids rank 25th 
in math and 2Ist in science among 30 developed 
countries. And thanks to the powerful teachers’ 
unions, it’s nearly impossible to fire a tenured 
teacher, even one who sticks a child’s head into 
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a soiled toilet. On the upside, the movie introduces you to many 
superheroes. There’s Geoffrey Canada, a Harvard-educated 
reformer who went back to his hometown of New York, took over 
97 blocks in Harlem with the highest rates of foster care and 
unemployment in the city, and with his Harlem Children’s Zone 
transformed the area into an oasis of learning and hope. Then 
there’s Michelle Rhee, the chancellor of the Washington, D.C., 
school system, who takes the gutsy, radical tack of actually 
firing underperforming principals and teachers. 

“Superman” has already inspired two archenemies to come 
together: Rhee, who recently passed a new teachers’ contract with 
the union, and Randi Weingarten, the head of the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, discussed the issues with Guggenheim after 
a recent screening. And the film echoes change already occur- 
ring across the country, prompted by the White House’s national 
Race to the Top competition, which is giving $4.35 billion to states 
demonstrating true reform in their schools. “I made this movie 
because if you look at the cause of failure in Los Angeles alone— 
only 40 percent of our kids are graduating—everyone knows 
we're doing a terrible job, yet people on both sides of the issue are 
fighting about specific policy,’ says Guggenheim. “This movie is 
about how to get all those people back to the table to fix it.” 

One way is to create so much public outrage that policy 
makers have to respond. That’s where the marketers who sold 
AnInconvenient Truth to Hummer-driving, red-state Republicans 
come in. Paramount Pictures and Participant Media are back 
together using tools they learned from working on that film plus, 
of all things, Paramount’s 2009 viral horror hit Paranormal 
Activity to engage moviegoers. You can go online and pledge to 
see “Superman” as it opens slowly nationwide over the next sev- 
eral weeks; in return, you'll be given $5 to donate to schools across 
the country. “This is one of those movies where word of mouth is 
the most powerful thing you can use,” says Megan Colligan, 
Paramount's co-president of marketing. “We want people to feel 
like they are making a commitment from the start: to seeing the 
movie, and to getting 10 friends to see it. It’s meant to cause a 
conversation.” And it deserves to be a loud one. m

which may be how she landed the role of 
single mother Krista in his hit movie 
The Town. The actress, 23, took the train 
from New York to Boston to audition for 
the part of Affleck’s character’s drug- 
addled ex-girlfriend. She found herself 
surrounded by local Boston actresses 
and got momentarily nervous when “a 
girl came out right before me, and I 
heard her go around the corner and 
burst into tears. I thought, Oh, no—this 
man must be a monster. And then I hear 
her go, ‘Oh my God. I just met Ben 
Affleck!’ Then the rest of the girls burst 
into tears. I probably had an unfair 
advantage because I didn’t cry. He 
ended up giving it to me on the spot on 
the second audition. I celebrated by see- 
ing a midnight showing of Harry Potter.” 

That's probably not how her character 
on Gossip Girl, party girl Serena van 
der Woodsen, would have chosen to cel- 
ebrate. And that’s what may separate 
Lively from most of her peers. Sure, 
she’s a budding fashion icon who has 
already graced the cover of Vogue twice, 
but in person she’s polite, grounded, 
and endearingly sunny. After all, she’s 
been surrounded by actors her whole 
life: Her father, Ernie, played her dad in 
both Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants 
films; sister Robyn starred in the 1989 
cult classic Teen Witch; and brother 
Eric was in American Pie. When Lively 
sat next to her parents at The Town’s 
Boston premiere, though, she still had 


) Girl 


to brace them for her sex scene with 
Affleck. “I said, ‘Remember when I was 
a kid and Eric was in American Pie and 
you made me close my eyes and plug 
my ears?’ I said, ‘That’s what you’re 
going to have to do.” 

Lively’s raw performance has bumped 
her up Hollywood's call list. “She’s defi- 
nitely the It Girl right now,” says Sister- 
hood producer Denise DiNovi. Lively’s 
turn in The Town convinced Warner 
Bros. she could play the fighter-pilot 
female lead opposite Ryan Reynolds in 
2011's Green Lantern. Lively is grateful 
and mystified: “They see me play this 
tragic, drug-addicted disaster and they 
want me to star in their next franchise?” 
Says Jeff Robinov, president of Warner 
Bros. Pictures, “Given how she trans- 
formed herself, I thought it was an 
incredibly special performance.” 

Now that she’s finding success on the 
big screen, rumors have surfaced that 
she’s looking to leave Gossip Girl. But 
Lively and GG exec producers Josh 
Schwartz and Stephanie Savage deny 
talk that she asked producers to kill off 
her character. “We put people on the 
show hoping that we have to struggle 
to keep them on because they’re such 
big stars,” says Savage. Lively, halfway 
through a six-year contract, says, “It 
was actually nice to go back to Gossip 
Girl after The Town, because if I had to 
keep playing that character every day, 
Td still be in the fetal position.” Instead 
she’s in the best position imaginable: 
“T still hope to grow. I don’t even know 
what I can fully do.” —Tim Stack 
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QUESTIONS FLY AT Teen Mom star 
Maci Bookout from all directions, all 
the time, about her life, her choices, 
what she’s going to do next. At the 
moment, they’re coming from her 
mother as the sprightly 19-year-old 
redhead tries to enjoy a fleeting 
summer afternoon with her almost- 
2-year-old son, Bentley, in her parents’ 
Tennessee backyard. Will she move 
back home to Chattanooga to be closer 
to the father of her child, Ryan, or will 
she stay in the apartment she rented 
for the summer outside of Nashville, 
near new boyfriend Kyle? 


“Kyle mentioned us moving in together,” 
Maci blurts out. 

“T just feel like you guys need to be 
more sure of your relationship before 
you move in together,” her mother, 
Sharon, warns in her Southern drawl. 
“We were gonna talk about how you’re 
gonna go to school, where you’re gonna 
get ajob.... What is your plan?” 

As Maci and Sharon scowl at each 
other, yet another question comes, this 
time from the clump of cameras, micro- 
phones, and producers recording the 
entire interaction. Prods one producer, 
“Can you ask where they’re moving in 
together—is it here or Nashville? It’s 
not clear to the viewers.” 

Sharon rolls her eyes. “It’s not clear 
to me, either.” 

They barely get Maci’s answer— 
Nashville...maybe—before Bentley 
makes a break across the yard, then 
screams as Maci scoops him up in 
her arms. Her cherubic little bundle of 


energy has won her a brief respite from 
interrogation for now, but soon her 
parents, her boyfriend, her ex, and, most 
of all, TV viewers will be demanding 
answers once more. Such is the very 
unglamorous truth behind MT'V’s unbe- 
lievably compelling reality sensation 
Teen Mom. Documenting the lives of four 
heartland girls, the show is so real that— 
unlike, say, The Hills—its veracity is 
never up for debate. But everything else 
is fair game for endless dissection by 
audiences, who have become so attached 
to Teen Mom’s stars that they feel free to 
comment on the girls’ every parenting 
decision and relationship debacle, 
whether in person or on their Facebook 
fan pages. “This is a show that’s just 
heartbreakingly honest,” MT'V general 
manager Stephen Friedman says. “And 
there is such a hunger for the discussion 
that’s going on around it.” 

Since premiering last December as 
a spin-off to the surprise-hit docuseries 


16 and Pregnant, Teen Mom, now in its 
second season, has become the most 
gripping teen drama around—both on 
screen and off. This scrappy series about 
real kids grappling with custody battles, 
waitressing jobs, midnight diaper runs, 
and extreme family dysfunction is a best- 
of-both-worlds phenomenon for MTY: 
Not only is it a buzzy ratings hit, with an 
average of 3.4 million viewers and a bar- 
rage of recent celebrity-magazine covers 
focused on the teen stars, but it also 
serves to showcase the network’s socially 
conscious side by leading a national dis- 
cussion about birth control, abstinence, 
and adoption. At the heart of it all is a 
quartet of young women with grown-up 
problems: Maci, a journalism major who's 
trying to maintain a decent relationship 
with her son’s dad; 19-year-old Farrah 
Abraham of Iowa, who saw her troubled 
home life make headlines in January 
when her mother was arrested on charges 
of domestic abuse (she pleaded guilty to

Portwood with Leah 


a lesser charge); 20-year-old Amber 
Portwood of Indiana, who's struggling to 
get her GED and constantly bickering 
with on-again, off-again fiancé Gary; and 
18-year-old Catelynn Lowell of Michigan, 
who, with boyfriend Tyler, is still dealing 
with the aftermath of making an open- 
adoption plan for their daughter, Carly. 
“Teen Mom is a game changer when it 
comes to teen pregnancy on television,” 
says Amy Kramer of the National Cam- 
paign to Prevent Teen and Unplanned 
Pregnancy, which works with MTV on 
educational materials available both 
online and in schools. “It’s not like a 
‘very special episode’ of something. 
Being able to see this stuff close-up and 
in this gritty way is really powerful. It’s 
not a happy ending, which is what real 
life is like.” And that’s what makes it all 
the more addictive, says executive pro- 
ducer Morgan J. Freeman: “Our man- 
date is to go in and get the unvarnished 
truth. Just getting to know these teens 
and letting this whole process breathe 
is extremely powerful television.” 
Being on television never occurred to 
Teen Mom’s four leading ladies—that is, 
before they heard two years ago that 
MTV was looking for teens to feature 
on a documentary show called 16 and 
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on MTV's Teen 
Mom reunion 


Pregnant. “At first I was like, ‘That 
would be kind of cool to be on MTV,” 
says Maci, whose mom spotted the ad 
on Craigslist among maternity model- 
ing gigs. “Then I started thinking I didn’t 
know how it would be portrayed—it 
could be trashy drama, or it could be 
educational. I decided to take the chance 
and see how it went.” Her mom had a 
similar instinct to share her popular, 
smart, athletic daughter’s plight with 
others: “I look at Maci as your all- 
American kid. Pregnancy is not some- 
thing that [people think] happens to 
that kind of kid. I thought if she got her 
story out there, some of these kids 
would realize it can happen to them.” 
Catelynn also wanted to share her 
unique experience when she heard 
about the show through her adoption

counselor. “We never thought we'd get 
picked,” she says. “But I wanted to show 
the world what adoption is like.” 

The four eventual Teen Moms (along 
with two other girls in the six-episode 
first season of 16 and Pregnant) opened 
their lives to MTV producers through 
the final months of their pregnancies, the 
births, and the first few weeks of mother- 
hood. They figured that was the end of 
their TV careers—but then Pregnant 
became a word-of-mouth hit last summer, 
prompting a riveting reunion special 
with Dr. Drew Pinsky and, in turn, the 
spin-off featuring all four as they contin- 
ued facing the challenges of being a kid 
and a mom. “We were getting so much 
response [from /6 and Pregnant], | figured 
it was something that had to be done,” 
Amber says. “It’s one of those shows that 
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really shows something that’s been kind 
of hush-hush for a while.” Adds Farrah: 
“Tt turned into something way bigger 
than I ever thought it would.” 

But now that the show has made real 
stars of the girls and their babies— 
with magazines chronicling Amber's 65- 
pound post-baby weight loss and Farrah’s 
and Maci’s family drama—its success 
raises a host of serious questions. For 
starters: What will the babies think when 
they’re old enough to see their early lives, 
and their young parents’ every mistake, 
on tape? “I don’t want Bentley to watch it 
and think Ryan’s a terrible father, 
because he’s not,” Maci says of her ex, 
whose cold shoulder to parenting duties 
during the first season led to their 
breakup. “So I have to wait until he’s 
old enough where he can understand. 
Hopefully we can just laugh at it, like, 
wow, we were morons.” Catelynn sees an 
upside for the daughter she gave up: “I 
think she'll enjoy it, seeing me and Tyler 
talking about her and missing her.” 

Critics have also wondered whether 
the show contributes to an overall “glam- 
orization” of teen pregnancy. “If you 
think it’s glamorizing teen pregnancy, I 
don’t know what’s wrong with you,” huffs 
Amber. “It shows these girls who want to 
have babies really young how hard it 
really is.” Adds Maci: “I’m not doing it to 
be famous, and I’m not doing it to get 
paid, because [money’s] not exactly roll- 
ing in. I’m just doing it for educational 
purposes.” (Neither the girls nor MTV 
would comment on how much they’re 
compensated, but the moms’ financial 
issues are a constant theme on the show.) 

Then there’s the question of the basic 
well-being of the Teen Moms’ offspring. 
Cameras were rolling as Farrah’s daugh- 
ter, Sophia, was left alone in the kitchen 
sink and turned a hot-water faucet on 
herself during a bath, as well as when 
she fell off the bed while Farrah was dis- 
tracted by an urgent call from her bank. 
Producers say the crew would certainly 
step in if they witnessed a seriously 
risky situation, though it’s a concern 
they’re constantly balancing with their 
mission to document the “challenges 
of parenting at this age,” Freeman 
explains. “If we were privy to something 
that was passing a level of danger, it’s no 


longer T'V,” he adds. “That’s an internal- 
compass thing. It’s not a network-policy 
thing, that’s just a human thing.” 
Farrah’s attempts to reconcile with 
her mother, Debra, and her grief over 
losing Sophia’s dad in a car accident will 
continue to play out this season, which 
runs through Oct. 12. Viewers will also 
see Catelynn and Tyler’s first visitation 
with Carly, Amber’s pursuit of a GED 
while her relationship with Gary hovers 
on the brink of destruction, and Maci’s 
custody battle with Ryan. Though the 
show has yet to get an official season 3 
pickup, crews have already started shoot- 


ing footage, including Maci’s backyard 
talk with her mom about her moving 
plans. It would be a shame to stop now, 
just when the girls are truly mastering 
the art of turning moments in their lives 
into impromptu public-service announce- 
ments. A few hours after Maci’s poolside 
chat with Mom, she’s enjoying a casual— 
but, of course, filmed—dinner with girl- 
friend Keelie when she wonders aloud, 
“God, why is my life so hard?” 

Responds Keelie, “Because you had 
unprotected sex.” And therein lies the 
Teen Mom message: Kids, don’t try this 
at home. @

In the beginning, he’s 
released from the federal pen in (pre-9/11) 
2001 with no one to meet him at the prison 
gate. Then, with a leap, it’s 2008, on the eve 
of what we know with rueful hindsight is an 
American financial crisis that reverberates 
still. The new blood on the Street is repre- 
sented by Jake Moore (Shia LaBeouf), a 
nimble trader at a big Bear Stearns-like 
firm who swears filial allegiance to his old 
mentor (Frank Langella), capitalist fidelity 
to the possibilities of alternative energy, and 
romantic loyalty to his sweetheart, Winnie 
(Carey Mulligan). Winnie is a crusading 
Internet journalist who hates Wall Street, 
maybe because her father is Gordon Gekko. 

A lot of Money Never Sleeps—too much—is 
about Gekko pére’s desire to reconnect with 
his very angry daughter and about Jake’s 
mostly noble but sometimes conveniently self- 
serving attempts to broker a reconciliation. 
And some of the movie is about Jake’s mostly 
noble but sometimes conveniently self-serving 
attempts to avenge what befalls his old mentor 
as the ground begins to shake with the first 
tremors of a financial earthquake. In this, 
LaBeouf’s crisp approach serves him well. 
He’s a grown-up in a grown-up part. Mulligan 
brings nuance to the role of a young woman 
who has paid a steep price for being a child 
of wealth. Josh Brolin has fun playing an 
outright conscienceless, avaricious villain, 
just so we can boo him. He’s an easy effigy 
figure, made for burning. 

But Gordon Gekko? He’s unreadable to the 
end—victim (an odd word to apply to GG) of 
the filmmaker’s conflicting desires. Temper- 
amentally, Oliver Stone loves to throw him- 
self into the macho bloodiness of a cinematic 
fray. That’s his strength. But here he also 
wants to murmur a trite and pious lullaby 
about how children-are-our-real-wealth, 
la la la. It’s clear Stone loves the power and 
poshness of the boom-boom celebrities 
who swan through his picture, including Jim 
Cramer and Maria Bartiromo, as well as 
Charlie Sheen, reprising his role as Gekko’s 
protégé-turned-nemesis Bud Fox. But the 
director seems uncharacteristically preachy, 
in a square, Our Dumb Nation way, as if 
wringing his hands with fatherly worry that 
some heedless pup or other will go home 
and practice Gekkovian speeches in front 
of a mirror.

Ryan Reynolds plays a guy named Paul, 
entombed alive underground inside a wooden 
box and trying for 90 minutes to get out. 

The good news: Paul's got a usable cell phone 
(who's his carrier?!), a lighter, a small flask of 
water, and a couple of glow sticks. The bad: 
He's a contract truck driver working in Iraq, 
he’s been ambushed and kidnapped, and, well, 
he’s in a coffin. No one can hear him scream. 
Besides, screaming uses up oxygen. Are you 
feeling claustrophobic yet? 

Trust me, you will. Rodrigo Cortés, the 
Spanish filmmaker behind this diabolical, 
Hitchcock-influenced narrative stunt, makes 
merry mischief with camera angles and light- 
ing; the viewer feels suffocated along with 
Reynolds, whose sweat, grime, and stubble, 
seen in tight close-up, are in dramatic con- 
trast to his gleaming white American-style 
teeth. Yes, I know, Reynolds is Canadian. But 
the movie places unsophisticated emphasis 
on Paul’s symbolic position as an apolitical, 
wage-earning American pawn of U.S. capital- 
ists profiting from a rotten war. And the 
political angle is gratuitous, even foolish, and 
certainly a distraction from the movie's visual 
strengths.

N THE 1960s, Marvel Comics revolu- 

tionized the superhero biz. Spider-Man, 

the Hulk, the Fantastic Four, and more 
had their own books but also shared the 
same fantasy world, and every issue contained 
bonus materials with inside intel about the 
whole line. To be a loyal Spider-Man reader 
was to be part of the Marvel community.

It also provides a unique way to experience

larger Marvel Universe. It can also be acti- 
vated to flash info about weapons, characters, 
and other Things of Interest while you 
watch the movie. It’s like a decoder ring 
and Easter-egg finder in one. Marvel fans

dad is killed by thugs; he agrees to head up 
a task force formed by the governor of 
Hawaii (a grim Jean Smart) to bring in the 
biggest criminals...including, in McGarrett’s 
mind, his father’s killer (it’s Buffy the Vam- 
pire Slayer’s James Marsters). 

He gathers a team: Scott Caan, terrific as 
the moody but excellent Det. Danny “Danno” 
Williams, who considers Hawaii a “pineapple- 
infested hellhole”; Lost’s Daniel Dae Kim as 
Chin Ho Kelly, a busted cop wrongly accused 
of corruption whom McGarrett reinstates; 
and Battlestar Galactica’s Grace Park as Kono 
Kalakaua, Chin Ho’s surfer cousin who’s fresh 
out of the police academy. They all quarrel 
and tease, but you know they’re going to get 


along. It’s at once predictable and fun. 

Underpinning the series is the theme 
of family. Marsters’ Victor Hesse kills 
McGarrett’s dad because McGarrett 
killed Hesse’s brother; what humanizes 
angry single dad Danno is his love for his 
daughter; and Chin Ho is needlessly but 
sweetly protective of Kono. 

So far, O’Loughlin has come most alive 
when he’s engaged in the premiere’s 
close-quarters, elbow-chopping fight scenes. 
But it’s clear that, like other CBS shows 
from NCIS to CSI, the team byplay is going 
to be the heart of Hawaii Five-O. Thank 
goodness Caan is here to provide gruff 
humor, and Kim and Park play off each other 
nicely. Going up against ABC’s Castle at 
10 p.m., Five-0 will have to compete in the 
chemistry department of crime solving. 

It has the elements to succeed. B+

Because Running Wilde comes to us from 
three guys crucial to Arrested Development—

NIMALS, THEY’RE JUST LIKE US! Petty 
and foolish, prone to ugly prejudices, poor life 
choices, and generally calamitous idiocy. Such 
is the crow-black thesis of David Sedaris’ 
seventh collection, in which the humorist, 
long a droll chronicler of human foibles, turns 
his absurdist wit and opposable thumbs to 
fables of the feathered and four-legged. 

The entries in his lurid bestiary may be brief—few ex- 
ceed a dozen or so large-font pages apiece, including Ian 
Falconer’s witty illustrations—but they are clearly not 
meant for children. (Unless, perhaps, your child is a tiny, 
sadistic Quentin Tarantino in training.) Gooey viscera 
aside, Squirrel’s anthropomorphized critters are adult in 
the most banal ways: They visit the hairdresser and go 
out for Chinese food, take their coffee black and attend 
12-step meetings. In “The Faithful Setter,” an Irish hound 
endures his mutt wife’s ill-bred insecurities; in “The 
Parenting Storks,” a monstrously self-absorbed bird 
makes Joan Crawford look like a model of sweet mater- 
nity. These louse-y, lousy creatures invariably meet 
bad ends, in ways far more graphic and grisly than 
anything Edward Gorey ever imagined for his young 
charges. Only the final story, “The Grieving Owl,” offers 
a hint of a happily-ever-after—and even that involves 
(no joke) a rabble of singing, anus-dwelling leeches. 

Some Sedaris fans felt he had begun to exhaust 
his store of Homo sapiens-based anecdotes in 2008’s 
When You Are Engulfed in Flames, and Squirrel does 
seem to free him creatively, while still indulging his 
singularly skewed worldview.
